Furthermore, there are in 
the. various departments of the Irish t'ivil 
Service Englishmen of military age whom 
no mere accident of geography—or scandal 
of polities—ought to shelter’ from their 
country's need at this éritical time. 
Finally, we contend t! at the Government 
has an absolute right—wholly apart from 
any measure of general compulsion—to 
call upon the many thousands of able- 
bodied young Irishmen who are now em- 
ployed in Government offices in this 
country. Surely these young: men are 
under a very definite obligation to fight for 
the State which furnishes them with their 
bread and butter? If it refuses to compel 
them, and all other young Irishmen, to 
fight, it can at least challenge this 
favoured and pensionable class to the 
service that is due from eaters of the 
Government's salt. , 
Mr. Bonar Law hopes to bring back to 
the Colours by means of.this Bill at least 
fifty thousand men who have left the Army 
“in consequence of disablement or ill- 
health.' Does the Irish people realiso the 
tragic and shameful significance which this 
decision carries for Ireland? These men, 
so long as they |.ve—and for generations 
afterwards—will be fifty. thousand re- 
proaches against Irish manhood and 
against Ireland’s disloyalty in the great 
conflict for the freedom of the world. For 
every one of such disabled men, now re- 
quired to march once more into the hell 
of the firing line, at least five able-bodied 
Irishmen of military age are making war 
profits, playing football, or attending 
theatres at home.

The increasing discontent 
of her own democracy shows what Ireland 
has to expect from the triumph of the 
Hohenzollerns. The action of emanci- 
pated Russia is a trumpet cal! to the small 
nations—flreland, Finland, Poland, and 
the rest—to rally at this great hour to the 
standard of the Allies. England has ex- 
pressed her readiness to remove the politi- 
cal grievances of the Irish majority; and, 
while her prospects of success are doubt- 
ful, her sincerity is beyond question, The 
remnant of our splendid Irish regiments 
is still fighting in France. It may be 
that they are on the very point of ceasing 
to be Irish regiments at all. The Empire's 
need has become so urgent that disabled 
English soldiers are being torn once more 
from their wives and children—yet the

COMMITTEE OF PRODUCTION’S 
FINDINGS. 


In respect of an application for an advance 
of wages made to the Belfast Employers’ Asso- 
ciation and the Dublin Engineers’ Employers’ 
Association by the National Amalgamated Sheet 
Metal Workers and Braziers an 
Union of Braziers and Sheet Metal Workers, 
the Committee of Production last night issued 
the following findings :— ; 

(1) On and after the pay day for the first 
full pay in April, 1917, the men concerned 
shall receive 5s. per full ordinary week, cal- 
Fr as from and including the lst day of 
April. 

2) To boys and youths there shall be paid 
2s. 6d. per full ordinary week, as from the Ist 
of April, 1917. 

(3) The amounts hereby awarded are to he 
regarded as war advances, intended io assist 
in meeting the increased cost of living, and 
are to be recognised as due to and dependent 
on the existence of the abnormal conditions 
now prevailing in consequence of the war. 

(4) In the" case of piece-workers, premium 
bonus workers, and other men working on 
sysiems of payment by results, the amount 
is to be paid by firm at the rate of 5s. 
per full ordinary week over and above the 
week's earnings of the men concerned, caleu- 
lated on the present basis. 

(5) The amounts awarded are to be taken 
into account in the calculation of payment for 
overtime or hight duty, or for work om Sun- 
days and holidays, but they are not otherwise 
to apply to or affect present time rates. Pre- 
mium bonus rates or piece-work prices are not 
io be taken into account as part of the time 
rates for the purpose of fixing new piece- 
work prices or premium bonus rales.

HOW AMERICA CAN HELP. 

As to the ro!“ to be played: by the United 
States in the war, both in the Cabinet and in 
the Congress there is, says the Washington cor- 
respondent ot the Morning Pest, & strong 
sentiment ‘in favour of sending a small con- 
tingent of the American Army to France for 
the morai effect it will uce on the Allies 
and on Germany, as well as on the country. 
lt will be a notice served on Germany that the 
United States, having entered the war, Is pre- 
pared to carry it on with her fuil strength. Jt 
would give éncouragement to the Allies, and 
would be America’s word to them that she is 
standing shouldcr to shoulder with them in de- 
fence of civilisation, and it would give a 
tremendons stunulus to recruiting, and bring 
the war home to Americans .as nothing else 
could. But the real service the United States 
can render the Allies, publie men believe, is 
material rather than military, by extending to 
them American credit, and wsing the great 
manufacturing resources of the country to 
supply the Allies with the things they need 
most, as well as providing shipping.

HINDENBURG’S LINE REACHED. 

Telegraphing yesterday from the War Cor- 
respondents’ Headquarters in France, Mr. W. 
Beach Thomas, of the Daily Mail, says—To- 
day, for the first time, we may be said to be 
in real contact with the Hindenburg line. Its 
presence is felt, at .various places, trom Beau- 
rains, in the north, to Savy Wood and St. 
the south. The enemy's guns 
behind this line are within reach, and we can 
see, among other things, the great mixing- 
places for the concrete by the help of which 
the line was built and fortified. The swathes 
of wire are like hedgerows, widened into gopses. 
'Ia-dúay s advance was brilliantly carried out. 
Never, perhaps, during the war have all arms 
so effectively joined hands. Cavalry, cyclists, 
artillery, and, not least, the Engineers, have 
all helped to open the advance for the infantry, 
who are now again taking up the giant share 
of the work, much of which they had ceded 
to the cavalry.

Nachrichten (saves a Berne telegram) remarks 
that the words of the Austro-Hungarian Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affaira culminated in his assur- 
ance that the peace proposals put forward on 
December 12 last by Germany and Austria- 
Hungary still stood. Since then, the journal 
proceeds, we have again appealed successfully 
to arms We have the results and the pro- 
spects of submarine warfare on our side. Never- 
theless, we let the Antente know that our offers 
of peace are still open. It now rests with the 
Kntente to return an answer corresponding to 
this new declaration. The important thing is 
that the enemy should declare themselves ready 
to talk, and to enter into negotiations about 
peace. | 

The Muenchener is very angry with the Ger- 
man Imperial Chancellor on account of his post- 
ponement of internal reforms in Prussia. It 
says that he lost a great opportunity im not 
taking the matter up at a moment when, a 
great democratic wave is passing over’ Europe.

FOOD PRODUCTION. 


MR. RUSSELL’S VIEWS ON 


TILLAGE. 


Last night, in the Royal College of Science, 
Dublin, Mr. L. J. Humpbrey, Organiser of Hor- 
ticulturs for the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction for Ireland, gave a lecture 
on “Allotments and Their Cultivation.” The 
Lord Mayor of Dublin was in the Chair. Tho 
Right Hon. T. W. Russell, M.P., and Mr. T. P. 
Gill, of the Department, were of the audience. 

Mr. Humphrey said, in the course of an illus- 
trated lecture:—The allotineut movement has 


country, but the need for effort is not diminisb- 
ing. Increased food production is of vital mn- 
portance, and there is still time, not only to 
get more allotments, but to msure that those 
obtained are put to the best ible. use. 
For this latter reason, instruction is being pro- 
vided for allotment holders through committees 
of technical instruction, and, in some cases, by 
the county committees of agriculture thr>iz1 
their horticultural instructors. This instruction 
is taking the form of practical advice, ‘and in- 
struction on the groups of plots while plot- 
holders are actually at work. It may, too, be 
pointed out, that, now that there. is an increas- 
ing interest in education and in technical in- 
struction, organised instruction is being ar- 
ranged for a class of students who have hitherto 
not been reached by. technical _ instruction. 
Gardening is educational in its effect; and I 
think it is a legitimate cause for congratulation 
that we are able to bring within the scope of 
technical instruction in Dublin some. 1,700 
workers. 

The Lord Mayor, in moving a vole of thanks 
to Mr. Humphrey, said the Department had 
given all. possible help io ihe workers of 
allotments in Dublin 

MR. T. W. RUSSELL. 

Mr. T. W. Russell moved a vote of thanks to 
the Lord Mayor for coming to preside at the 
meeting. He was not going to complain of 
Dublin or Belfast or any other place. He was 
profoundly thankful for what bad been done; 
15,000 allotments in the first year was very 
good. He was interested in watching Ireland 
upon this great tillage question. There were a 
lot of peopie pretending that they liked it; but 
they did not; it was a pretence. But they were 
not the people. He had taken up the news- 
papers that morning and had read what some 
friends of his in the North of Ireland had to 
say. They had not a word to say for anything 
that had been done. But they had found 
dreadful fault with the fact that the Depart- 
ment had been late in sending potatoés. Well, 
it was not too late yet. Nobody had tried to 
persuade the people of Ireland that they could 
not plant potatoes now. That was the first fault. 
His friends then brangled away to complain 
that the Department had not given them the 
right kind of potatoes,not the kind they wanted. 
And the reason that they had not got them 
was that that kind of potatoes was not to be 
had, and they had known that as well as he 
had. After the Department, with infinite 
trouble, had been assured that sulphate of cop- 
per should be got for the spraying of potatoes, 
they seid that it had gone up £4 a ton, and, of 
course, the Department was to blame for that- 
certainly. But there was no good going on com 
plaining. The right thing for those people to 
do was to buckle to and do the things in their 
own district, if they were not being done else- 
where. Looking back on the past three months 


+ of this whole tillage work, he was profoundly 


— for what had taken place. It was very 
ittle short of a revolution: and, what was more, 
the work having been well done, was not going 
to be let go back. (Applause.) They were 
getting to a point in the work where they were 
not going to rest and be thankful. They were 
not going to turn round and have a look at the 
thing and ask themselves, “Where are we 
going” They were not going to siop. There 
was a large number of comfortable farmers and 
big graziers and people of that kind—let heaven 
forbid that he should say anything but what 
was good of them-——-who seemed to imagine that 
they had now got to the point when the De- 
partment would stop, that the Department had 
spent its shot, that they would now be given a 
rest. It would be a very short one. 
TILLAGE IN THE FUTURE. 

But he looked forward to a new starting- 
place, a jumping-off place for agriculture. He 
looked forward to Parljament not only 
authorising, but compelling a certain amount 
of land to be tilled in all the three countries 
that people might be given a chance of living. 
(Hear, heat.) Now, he was not going to toucn 
upon the Phenix Park. He had never men- 
tioned it in connection with allotments. save to 
His Excellency. He did not think the Lord 
Mayor was eware that the Department had 
made a step forward in the matter of. compul 
sion. It had got compulsory powers; that was 
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to say, if the Local Government Board and the 
Department were convineed that land was being 
unlawfully held up, the Departmeat coud 
authorise the Local Government Board to take 
it compulsorily. People had not the slightest 
idea of what was being done under the Defence 
of the Realm Act. He looked for 
its. ogiension in the uecsí year. He was not 
going to pas that we should all be starved 
to death befere then, for the simple reason that 
he knew the reasop. What we should have to 
do was to be careful. After all, some of our 
politicians and statesmen did not draw suffi- 
cient difference between England and Ireland in 
the matter. ‘The Irish did not eat so much as 
all seemed to think. Why, the refuse that went 
out of a' big London hotel would feed an Irish 
village! The Irish were not ghuttons of that 
kind. He did not think that there was in Ire- 
land much of that riotous excess in living. Some 
of them might eat too much; he was guite cer- 
tain that some of them drank too much—<lauch- 
ter)—bug really charges had been levelled 
against the country which he thought did not 
apply. i 

: ECONOMY NECESSARY. i 

There was a famous Scottish phrase which 
would apply to Ireland-——“ We'll wrastle thro’.” 
‘The people would probably have no potatoes by 
the first of June—the authorities had got some 


| the other day for people in Dublin who had not 


thought they would get them—he thought that 
the people would get through without any 
great collapse; they would have few potatoes 
by the end of May or the beginning of June, 


; but by that time the frost would have gone, the 


sun would begin to shine, and the people weuld 
seo potatoes come in from different parts of the 
world. Potatoes were grown in the Canarr 
Islands, in Spain, in Malta, and in the Channe! 
Islands; even our own Ayrshire potatoes came 
in very carly, and if you went to Rush and 
Lusk you would find potatoes coming in very 
early indeed. If the people got on to the firss 
of June with a fair allowance of potatoes they 
should manage to gpt through the remaining 
two or three weeks of the time. What he wished’ 
to urge upon them was that they ought to use 
the strictest economy not only in the use of 
potatoes, but in all kinds of food. They ought 
to remember that they - were paying & great 
price for all this at the front. There was no 
potatoes that were sent out of Ireland with 
more. satisfaction than the potatoes that were 
sent to the Western front. (Applause.)

BRITISH PRISONERS IN TURKEY, 

The Marquis of LANSDOWNE eaid that dis- 
iressing accounts had been received of the 
condition of British prisoners in Turkish hands, 
These accounts showed that the prisoners were 
not only greatly neglected, but Were suffering 
from disease and starvation, and some had 
enccumbed.

The first of the Holy Week Services was held 
in St. Patrick's Cathedral last evening, when 
tbe opening numbers of Bach's St. John Passion 
were eung by the choir. The solo parts were 
beautifully rendered by members of the choir, 
as follows Mr. Kenneth Greer sang the part 
of the Narrator with great reverence and feel- 
ing, as also did Mr. Thomas Marchant that of 
the Baviour. Master Edward Stankley sang 
the exacting soprano solo: “I follow Thee also, 
my Saviour,’’ with great artistic skill and ex- 
pression. His voice rang out in the Cathedral 
with great clearness and purity. Masters Victor 
Dowse and Jack Kimber shared the very trying 
contralto solo, “ From the Bondage,” with ex- 
ceptional care, and clear enunciation of the 
dificulé turns which abound in this song. The 
opening chorus, sung with great vigour, and the 
other short choruses and chorales, were well 
rendered by the choir—the hovys being particu- 
larly good. The chorale, ‘‘O wondrous love.” 
composed by Johann Cruger—appeare later in 
the work in a more elaboraté form: Bach also 
introduces it in the St. Matthew Passion. The 
chorale,.

| MODATION IN DUBLIN, 


PORT’S PRESENT FACILITIES. 


_ At a meeting of the members of the Institu: 
tion of Civil aiseanna of Ireland last evening 
at 55 Dawson street, Dublin, Mr. Mark Ruddle 
presiding, 

Sir John P. Griffith, ex-engineer of the 
harbour of Dublin, read a paper, which was 
adequately illustrated by diagrams thrown. on 
á 8creen, on "Some Recent Improvements in 
| the Graving Dock and Ship-repairing Facilities 
| in the Port of Dublin.” He glanced at the his- 
tory of the port in that respect from 1798 to 
the present time. Up to the former year no 
ship-repairing facilities existed in the port, be- 
yond some small thing where small wooden 
= were careened for tarring, along the quay 
walls, About that time three small graving 
docks were built by the Grand Canal Company, 
opening into Ringsend Basin. In 1886 the then 
Ballast Board, as it was called, constructed a 
slipway for repviring vessels up to $00 tons, and 
that structure lasted till 1908, when new hauling 
gear was fitted. In 1830 a slipway was con- 


to the east of the East Wall. In the year 1902 
the Dublin Dockyard Company took over the 
derelict shipyard adjoining this slip, and one of 
the terms of the lease between the Dockyard 
Company and the Port Board was that the 
Jatter should improve the graving dock and 
slips to meet modern requirements, About 1849 
the Ballast Board decided to start one of the 
two graving docks, which were part of the 
Original scheme for the North Wall Basin, 
designed by the late Mr. Halpin. The dock was 
opened for use in February, 1860, the cost, in- 
cluding repairing shed, being £116,704. The 
dock was barely completed when, in conseq uence 
of the constraction of the Holyhead paddle 
mail steamers, it was found that in order to 
dock these vessels in Dublin the dock should be 
altered. From time to timo up to 1913 altera- 
tions were made in its construction and pumping 
machinery. One of the most urgent works re- 
quired in connection with the re-opening of the 
thipyard in 1902 was the moddrnisation of the 
graving dock as far as possible, both in cross- 
section and in ihe matter of pumping.
